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NOTES. 



Since the commencement of the tabulation of this report, and 
after some of the tables of deaths had been made up and printed, 
three bodies of drowned persons were discovered, — all of whom, 
judging by the circumstances surrounding their disappearance, 
should be included in the total mortality of 1902, making the 
total 11,000 deaths instead of 10,997, the number upon which 
the tables are based. These decedents were all males, white, and 
married; one was 40 years of age, one 46 years, and one 25 
years ; one was bom in Ireland of Irish parentage, one in Norway 
of Norwegian parentage, and one in Massachusetts, parentage 
unknown; two resided in Boston and one in Cambridge; two 
were laborers and one a sailor ; the native of Norway was acci- 
dentally drowned, and of the other two the cause was returned 
as *' Found Drowned."

There were 10,997* deaths recorded by this department in 
1902, a decrease of 308 from the number recorded in 1901, or 
2.63 per cent. 

The population of Boston, being estimated at 588,713, the 
following table, based on that estimate, will show the mortality 
in different classes of the population and the death rates of each. 
The death rate, based on the whole number of deaths occurring 
in the city, was 18.78.

Total Mortality, Residents, Non-Residents, and Unknown. 

The rate of mortality in 1902 was .92 per cent, less than the 
rate for 1901. 

Decedents were divided as to sex as follows : Males, 5,668 ; 
females, 5,329 — a decrease in the number of deaths of males, as 
against those for 1901, of 240, or 4.06 per cent. ; the decrease 
in deaths of females was 68, or 1.26 per cent. 

The number of decedents who were residents of Boston was 
9,900 (5,038 males, 4,862 females), or 156 less males and 52 
less females than in 1902. 

The number of non-residents who died in Boston was 853, or 
33 less than in 1901. 

The number of deaths recorded with residence unknown was 
244 (131 males and 113 females), a decrease of 67 (48 males and 
19 females) from the record of 1901. 

There were 675 still-born infants which are not included in the 
total number of deaths as given above.

Proportion of Deaths to Population of Wards, Death 
Rates by Wards, and Deaths of Five Years and 
Under;, with Percentages. (Table I.) 

Ghreatest and Least Mortality in Wards, — The greatest 
mortality in any ward occurred in Ward 6 : — the number of deaths 
was 628, or 5.71 of the total mortality of the city, and 6.34 per 
cent, of the total mortality of residents of Boston ; the lowest 
mortality was in Ward 4, 240, or 2.18 per cent, of the total 
mortality of the city, and 2.42 per cent, of the total mortality of 
residents of Boston. The greatest mortality on the basis of 
ward population occurred in Ward 7, 2.59 per cent.,' and the 
lowest in Ward 22, 1.30 per cent. In Ward 7 there was one 
death to every 38 persons, and in Ward 22 one death to every 
77 persons. 

Greatest and Least Mortality of Children in Wards. 

The greatest number of deaths of children under 1 year of age 
in any ward was in Ward 6, 192, or 9.22 per cent, of the total 
mortality less than 1 year of age ; the least number of deaths in 
this class for any ward was 27, in Ward 11, or 1.29 per cent. 
The greatest number of deaths in 1901 of this class was 157, in 
Ward 6 ; the least number in 1901 was 30, in Ward 11. There 
was a greater number of deaths of infant males in 1902 than in 
1901, and a smaller number of deaths of infant females than in 
1901. The total infant mortality amongst residents of Boston 
in 1902 was 2,081 ; in 1901 it was 2,074. 

The greatest mortality among children under 5 years of age in 
any ward was 295, in Ward 6, or 9.51 per cent, of the total 
mortality of children under 5 years of age, and the least mortality 
in this class was in Ward 11, 46, or 1.48 per cent. The total 
mortality of infants in the city, including non-residents and those 
whose residence was unknown, was 2,268, or 20.62 per cent, of 
the total of all deaths in the city ; the whole number of deaths of 
children 5 years of age and under was 3,376, or 30.67 per cent, 
of the total of all deaths in the city. 

Adult Mortality. 

Between the ages of 20 and 70 years there were 5,625 de- 
cedents, or 51.15 per cent, of the total mortality in the city; the 
number was 98 less than in 1901. The greatest number of 
deaths of any age-period within these years was 638, in the 60 to 
65 year period; this number was 11.34 per cent, of the total 
mortality of the city between the ages of 20 and 70 years. The 
greatest number of deaths in any age-period between 20 and 70 
years in 1901 was 643 in the 35 to 40 year period^ and this 
number was 11.23 per cent, of the total mortality in the city 
between those ages. There were 1,369 persons who died at a 
greater age than 70 years, or 12.45 of the total mortality; the 
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number of decedents of more than 70 years of age in 1901 was 
1,391, and this number was 12.3 per cent, of the total mortality 
of that year. 

Sexes and Age-Periods. 

There were 5,668 male decedents, and 5,329 female decedents 
in 1902; there were 1,215 males less than 1 year of age, and 
1,053 females of the same class, the former were 11.04 per cent, 
of the total mortality of all ages in the city, and the latter 9.57 
per cent. ; the whole number of males who died at 5 years of age 
or less was 1,783, or 17.12 per cent, of the total mortality and 
31.45 per cent, of the total mortality of males for the city. 
There were 2,973 male decedents between the ages of 20 and 70 
years, or 52.45 per cent., and 574 males were 70 years of age or 
more at time of death, or 11.02 per cent, of the total mortality 
of males in the city. 

The whole number of females who died at the age of 5 years or 
less was 1,593, or 29.89 per cent, of the total mortality of females 
of all ages in the city. The whole number of male decedents in 
the city between the ages of 5 and 20 years was 338, or 5.96 per 
cent, of the total mortality of males — this was 19 less than in 
1901 ; the whole number of female decedents of the same class 
was 289, or 5.42 per cent, of the total mortality of females — 
this number was 67 less than in 1901. 

Of the male decedents between the ages of 20 and 70 years 
there were 2,973, or 52.45 per cent, of the total mortality of 
males, or 103 less than in 1901 ; of the females of this class 
there were 2,652, or 49.76 per cent., or 5 less than in 1901. 

The male decedents of 70 years of age and over were 574 in 
number, or 10.12 per cent, of the total mortality of males, and 
14 more than in 1901 ; the females of 70 years of age and over 
were 795 in number, or 14.90 per cent., and 36 less than in 1901. 

Deaths of Colored Persons. (Table II.) 

There were 358 colored decedents in 1902, an increase of 9 
over the number for 1901 ; this includes all other than white 
persons, and among them were 21 Chinese and 2 Japanese. 
There were 201 males and 157 females. These deaths were 
3.25 per cent.. of the total mortality of the year; 53 were less 
than 1 year of age, or 14.8 per cent. ; 94 were less than 5 years 
of age, or 26.25 per cent. ; 213, or 59.22 per cent, died between 
the ages of 20 and 70 years.

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Deaths. — Residents op Boston. (Tabl:e III.) 

Sexes and Age-Periods, — There were 9,900 deaths recorded 
of residents of Boston ; there were 5,038 males and 4,862 females. 
The whole number of deaths under 1 year of age was 2,081, which 
was 21.02 per cent, of the total mortality of the residents of 
Boston. As to sex, there were 1,126 males and 955 females; 
the males were 22.35 per cent, of the total mortality of male 
residents, and the females were 19.64 per cent*, of the total mor- 
tality of female residents. 

The whole numljer of decedents under 5 years of age was 3,102, 
or 31.33 per cent, of the total mortality of residents, showing 
that nearly one-third of the deaths in Boston are of children 5 
years of age or less ; there were 1,648 males, or 32.71 per cent, 
of the total mortality of male residents, and 1,454 females, or 
29.90 per cent, of the total mortality of female residents. 

The whole number of deaths of residents between the ages of 
20 and 70 years was 5,060, or 51.11 per cent, of the total mor- 
tality of residents of Boston; there were 2,6€3 males, or 52.85 
per cent, of the total mortality of male residents, and 2,397 
females, or 49.3 per cent, of the total mortality of female 
residents of Boston. 

The number of decedents of 70 years or more was 1,273, or 
12.85 per cent, of the total mortality; there were 528 males and 
745 females, the males being 10.48 per cent., and the females 
15.32 per cent., of the total mortality of residents of Boston, 
males and females respectively. 

The greatest number of deaths of resideuts in any 5-year 
period was 581, in the 60 to 65 year period.

The deaths recorded with residence unknown were 244 in num- 
ber, or 67 less than in 1901 ; of these, 131 were males and 113 
females ; 122, or 50 per cent., were less than 5 years of age ; the 
greatest number in any adult age-period (5-year) was 16, in the 
40 to 45 year period.

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Deaths. — Residents of Boston, Conjugal Condition by Age- 
Periods. (Table IV.) 

Of the residents of Boston who died in 1902, 5,203 were sin- 
gle, or 137 less than in 1901 ; 2,973 were married at time of 
death, or 84 less than in 1901 ; 1,661 were widowed, or 2 more 
than in 1901 ; 33 were divorced, 7 more than in 1901 ; and of 
30 the conjugal condition was unknown. 

Deaths of Single Persons^ Adults. — There were 1,656 per- 
sons above the age of 20 years who died unmarried ; as the total 
number of persons who were 20 years of age or more at time of 
death was 6,243, the unmarried persons who died at the age of 20 
years or more was 24.92 per cent, of the whole number of dece- 
dents above the age of 20 years ; of these 901 were males and 
655 were females. The oldest unmarried male decedent was over 
90 years of age ; there were 3 unmarried female decedents of the 
same age-period. 

Deaths of Married Persons. — There were 2,973 persons 
married at the time of death, or 30 per cent, of the total mor- 
tality of residents; of these 1,664 were males and 1,309 females ; 
the married males were 33.02 per cent., and the married females 
26.8 per cent., of the whole number of males and females 
respectively. Of married males less than 20 years of age 
there were none ; of married females less than 20 years of age 
there were 8; of married males of 90 years of age or 
more there were 4, including 1 over 95 years of age ; of married 
females over 90 years of age there were none. The greatest 
number of married decedents (both sexes) in any ward was 154, 
in Ward 6. 

Preponderance of Sex^ by Age-Periods. — In considering the 
deaths of married persons, by groups of age-periods as to pre- 
ponderance of sexes, it is found that the total of the first three 
. periods — 20 to 24, 25 to 29, and 30 to 34 years, is 221 males 
and 389 females, an excess of 168 females in a total of 610, or 
27.54 per cent., the gi*eatest excess of females in either of these 
age-periods was 56, in the 30 to 34-year period. In the second 
group of age-periods, 35 to 39, 40 to 44, and 45 to 49 years, 
the totals are 461 males, 424 females, an excess of males for 
this group of 37, in a total of 885, or 4.18 per cent. In the 
next group of age-periods, 50 to 54, 55 to 59, and 60 to 64 
years, the total number of deaths is 862, and the excess of males 
is 242, or 28.07 per cent. The next group are the deaths in the 
65 to 69, 70 to 74, and 75 to 79-year periods, the total is 525 ; 
the males are 360, the females 165 ; the excess of male? is 195, 
or 37.14 per cent. The final grouping includes the deaths in the 
80 to 84, 85 to 89, 90 to 94, and 95 years and over periods, 
with a total of 83 deaths, and an excess of 57 males, or 68.67 
per cent. 

Number of Deaths of Married Persons of Each Sex Before and 
After the Age of 50 Years. — The deaths were recorded of 682 
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married males and 821 married females between the ages of 20 
and 50 years (there is also included among the females the deaths 
of 8 before the age of 20). The total of both sexes was 1,503, 
and the excess of females was 139, or 9.24 per cent. The num- 
ber of deaths recorded of married persons of both sexes of more 
than 50 years of age was 1,470 ; there were 982 males and 488 
females ; the excess of males was 494, or 33.6 per cent. 

By the above statement in the deaths of married persons of 50 
years and under the females were in excess about 9^ per cent, 
and over that age the males were in excess a little more than 33 
per cent. 

The greatest number of deaths of married males for any age- 
period was 195 in the 50 to 54 year-period, and of married 
females was 184 in the 30 to 34 year-period. 

Deatfia of Widowed Persona. — There were 1,661 deaths of 
widowed persons in 1902; there were 501 males and 1,160 
females ; the males were 8.01 per cent, and the females 18.55 
per cent, of the whole number of deaths of persons over 20 years 
of age. 

Preponderance of Females among Deaths of Widowed Per- 
sons^ by Age-Periods. — In every age-period the deaths of 
widowed females exceeded those of widowed males, and in all 
but the 25 to 29, and 45 to 49 year-periods, the excess was very 
great; in the 30 to 34 year-period it was 71.8 per cent, in the 
35 to 39 year-period it was 35 per cent., in the 40 to 44 year- 
period it was 28.5 per cent., in the 50 to 54 year period it was 
52.8 per cent., in the 55 to 59 year-period it was 42.6 per cent., 
in the 60 to 64 year-period it was 34.5 per cent., in the 65 to 69 
year-period it was 37.9 per cent., in the 70 to 74 year-period it 
was 46.6 per cent., in the 75 to 79 year-period it was 37.7 per 
cent., in the 80 to 84 year-period it was 46 per cent., in the 85 
to 89 year-period it was 49.1 per cent., in the 90 to 94 year- 
period it was 52.6 per cent, and in the 95 years and over period 
it was 69.2 per cent. 

The widowed males who died before reaching the 50th year 
were 73, or 14.56 percent., the females 128, or 11.03 per cent, 
of the widowed males and females respectively. 

The greatest number of deaths of widowed persons in any age- 
period was 235 in the 65 to 69 year-period ; there were 73 males 
and 162 females. 

The greatest number of deaths of widowed males in any age- 
period was 73, in the 65 to 69 year-period, and of widowed 
females 165, in the 70 to 74 year-period. 

Deaths of Divorced Persons, — The number of persons who 
were divorced at time of death was 33, 12 males, 21 females ; of 
the males 5 were less than 50 years of age, and none were over 
75 years; of the females, 10 were less than 50 years, and none 
had reached 70 years. 

Deaths: Conjugal Condition Unknown. — The number of 
decedents whose conjugal condition was u^iknown was 30, 23 
males and 7 females.

Deaths. — Non- Residents, Conjugal Condition. 

The number of persons whose deaths are recorded in Boston, 
in 1902, whose residence was elsewhere, was 853, there were 499 
males, 354 females; the total number was 7.75 per cent, of the 
total mortality of Boston, the males being 8.8 per cent, and the 
females 6.6 per cent, of the total mortality of males and females 
respectively. 

Of these non-resident decedents above the age of 20 years, 189 
were unmarried, 114 males, 74 females; 338 were married, 214 
males, 124 females; 103 were widowed, 42 males, 61 females; 6 
were divorced, 3 of each sex, and of 2 the con jugal condition was 
unknown ; these were both males ; 85 were under 1 year of age, 
47 males, 38 females ; 34 were between 1 and 2 years of age, 21 
males, 13 females; 32 were between 2 and 5 years, 15 males, 17 
females ; 64 were between 5 and 20 years, 41 males, 23 females, 
and of these 1 each male and female were married. 

Deaths : Nbn- Residents^ Single Persona^ Adults, — There 
were 188 unmarried decedents of 20 years of age or more, 114 
males, 74 females; of these, 110 died before reaching their 35th 
year, 67 males, 43 females; 44 died between the ages of 35 and 
50 years, 29 males, 15 females; 19 between 50 and 65 years, 11 
males, 8 females ; 13 between 65 and 80 years, 5 males, 8 females ; 
and 2 males in the 80 to 84 year-period. 

Deaths: Non-Besidents^ Married Persons^ Age-Periods, — 
There were 340 deaths recorded of non-resident married persons, 
males 215, females 125; of these, 75, 34 males and 41 females 
died between the ages of 20 and 35 years ; 116 between the ages 
of 35 and 50 years, 73 males, 43 females ; 102 between the ages 
of 50 and 65 years, 73 males, 29 females ; and 55 between the 
ages of 65 and 85 years, 34 males, 21 females. 

Deaths: JVbn- Residents, Widowed Persons, — There were 
103 deaths of widowed non-residents recorded in 1902. There 
were 42 males and 61 females ; the deaths between 20 and 35 
years of age were 5 in number, 1 male, 4 females ; between 35 
and 50 years 16, 6 males, 10 females; between 50 and 65 years 
35, 20 males, 15 females ; between 65 and 80 years 35, 11 males, 
24 females, and between 80 and 95 years 12, 4 males, 8 
females ; the females being in excess in every age-period but the 
50 and 65-year period. There were 6 divorced persons among 
the non-resident deaths recorded, 3 males and 3 females, and 2 
whose conjugal condition was unknown, both males. 

Deaths : Residence Unknown^ Conjugal Condition, — There 
were 244 deaths recorded where the residence of the decedents 
was unknown ; there were 131 males, 113 females ; the total num- 
ber was 2.2 per cent, of the total mortality of the city ; 101 were 
under one year of age, 42 males, 59 females ; 9 were between 
1 and 2 years, 5 males, 4 females; 12 between 2 and 5 years, 
5 males, 7 females ; 7 between 5 and 20 years, all males ; of the 
remainder of unmarried persons of this class over 20 years of 
age, 22 were males, 7 females; 12 were married, 7 males, 5 
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females; 37 were widowed, 13 males, 24 females, 1, a female, 
was divorced, and of 35, 29 males and 6 females, the conjugal 
condition was unknown. 

Deaths. — Greatest and Least Numbers of the Different 
Divisions of Conjugal Condition in Ward Districts. 
(Table V.) , 

Single Persons. — The greatest number of deaths of unmarried 
persons above the age of 20 years, in any ward, occurred in 
Ward 7, 98 — 73 males, 25 females; the least number was in 
Ward 5, 32 — 21 males, 11 females. The greatest number of 
deaths of unmarried males over 20 years of age, in any ward, was 
73, in Ward 7 ; the least number was 21 each in Wards v5 and 25. 

Married Persons. — The greatest number of married decedents 
in any ward was 155, in Wards 12 and 20 — 75 males, 80 
females in 12,' and 80 males, 75 females in 20 ;' the least number 
of married decedents in any ward was 71, in Ward 4 — 36 males, 
35 females ; the greatest number of married males in any ward 
was 93, in Ward 9 ; the least number, 36, in Ward 4. The 
greatest number of married females in any ward was 80, in Ward 
12 ; the least number, 30, in Ward 5. 

Widowed Persons. — The greatest number of widowed dece- 
dents in any ward was 111, in Ward 20 — 33 males, 78 females. 
The greatest number of widowed male decedents in any ward was 
33, in Ward 20; the least number was 8, in Ward 10. The 
greatest number of widowed female decedents in any ward was 
78, in Ward 20 ; the least number was 25 in Ward 6. 

Decedents of Greatest Age, Aggregate, and Average Ages. 

The greatest age attained by any decedent in 1902 was 107 
years ; this was a female, born in Boston, and both her parents 
were bom in Maine. There were 2 decedents reported at the 
age of 100 years, both females, 1 born in Ireland of Irish 
parentage, and 1 colored, whose birthplace and the nativity of 
whose parents was unknown. One at 98 years, a female, born 
in Ireland of Irish parentage; 1 male and 1 female at 97 years, 
both bom in Ireland of Irish parents ; 3 at 96 years, 2 males, 1 
female ; 1 male born in Maine, parent nativity unknown ; 1 born 
in Massachusetts, as were also his parents. There were 4 deaths 
at 95 years, all females ; 1 born in Boston, as also her parents ; 2 
bom in Massachusetts, where both parents of one and the 
mother of the other were born, and 1 born in England of 
English parentage. The aggregate ages of all decedents in Bos- 
ton, aged 1 year or more, was 372,010 years ; the average age 
was 42.63 years; the aggregate ages of the males was 184,720 
years, of the females 187,290 years ; the average age of the male 
decedents over 1 year of age was 41.48 years, of the females 43.84 
years. Of course the inclusion of infants in these aggregates and 
averages would materially lower the average age, as the infant 
mortality is almost one-fifth of the total mortality of the city.

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Deaths. — Months and Seasons. (Table VI.) 

The greatest number of deaths for any month occurred in 
March, 1,023; the least number in June, 795. The greatest 
number of deaths of residents of Boston occurred in January, 
868 ; the least number in June, 688. The greatest number of 
deaths of non-residents in Boston occurred in September, 87 ; the 
least number in January, 55.

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Deaths. — Principal Causes. (Table VIII.) 

Of the 9,900 deaths of residents of Boston, 1,143, or 11.5 per 
cent, of the total mortality, were returned as having died from 
phthisis; this number is 106 less than the record for 1901, and 
.85 per cent, less than the percentage for that year. 

The deaths from pneumonia were 1,190 in number, or 30 less 
than in 1901, and about 12 percent, of the total mortality of 
residents of the city. It is again the leading cause of deaths as 
in 1900. 

The table shows the principal causes of death in each of the 
wards, and of non-residents and those whose residence was 
unknown, and the report of the Boston Health Department for 
1902 gives this information according to the Bertillon system of 
classification. 

Deaths bt Violence, Accidental, Suicide, and Homicide* 

(Table IX.) 

There were 451 deaths from accidental causes, 79 suicides, and 
31 homicides recorded in 1902. This is an increase, of 10 
accidental deaths, and ,8 homicides, and a decrease of suicides by 
14, compared with the record of 1901. Of the accidental deatiis, 
358 were males, 93 females, an increase of 9 males and 1 female, 
as compared with the record of 1901. Of the deaths by suicide 
60 were males, and 19 females, a decrease of 5 males and 9 
females from the number of each in 1901. Of the homicides 
there were 19 males and 12 females, the number of males is the 
same, and there was an increase of 8 females as compared with 
the record of 1901. 

Deaths by Violence^ Residents of Boston, — Of the 451 
accidental deaths recorded, 336 were of residents gf Boston, an 
increase of 10 ; there were 254 males and 82 females, an increase 
of 9 males and 1 female over the respective numbers for 1901. 

Of the 79 suicides, 64 were residents of Boston or 8 less than 
in 1901 ; there were 50 males and 14 females, an increase of 3 
males and a decrease of 11 females, as compared with 1901. 

Of the 31 cases of homicide, 17 were residents of Boston, or 
1 less than in 1901. Of these 10 were males, and 7 were 
females, a decrease of 4 males, and an increase of 3 females as 
compared with 1901. 

Cause of Accident^ Method of Suicide^ and Manner of Homi- 
cide, — The returns are not always explicit as to the above 
details, but from such information as is given on the returns the 
table has been compiled ; it leaves much to be desired, but the 
fault is with the original source of information and not with this 
department. 

Accidents on railroad lines or cars (both steam and electric) 
are the greatest in point of numbers of any on the list; they 
number 86, as against 68 in 1901 ; the deaths by drowning are 
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55, as against 46 for 1901 ; the deaths attributed to " falls" are 
67, as compared with the record of 64 in 1901. The number of 
deaths due to burns and scalds is returned as 63, or 9 less than 
in 1901. The other causes of accidental deaths and number of 
cases of each may be found in Table IX. 

Suicide^ Method of, — Self-destruction by the use of firearms 
leads the list of cases of suicide with 27, or 3 more than in 1901 ; 
they were all males. The remainder of the methods of self- 
destruction, with number of cases of each may be found in 
Table IX. 

Homicide, — In the deaths by homicide, the use of firearms 
caused the greatest number, 12, an increase of 3 over the number 
of 1901 ; there were 5 by cutting or stabbing, the same by violent 
blow or push, 2 by electrocution (legal) , and of 7 the manner 
was not given or is unknown.

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Deaths. — Nativity op Decedents by Country of Birth in 
Ward Divisions and by Sex. (Table XII.) 

Natives of the United States^ including those Bom in Boston, 
— The number of decedents classified under the heading. United 
States includes all of American birth, except native Bostonians, 
and numbers 2,360, or 21.45 per cent, of the total mortality of 
the city; the males were 1,236, or 21.86 per cent, of the total 
mortality of males for the city ; the females were 1,124, or 21.09 
per cent, of the total female mortality of the city. 

Boston-horn Decedents, — There were 4,772 decedents who 
were born in Boston, or 40.65 per cent, of the total mortality ; 
2,543 were males, or 44.81 per cent, of the total male mortality 
in the city, and 2,229 were females, or 41.82 per cent, of the 
total female mortality of the city. 

Deaths: All Native-born, — The whole number of native- 
born decedents (including those born in Boston) was 7,132, or 
64.55 per cent, of the total mortality of the city ; the males num, 
bered 3,779, or 66.67 per cent, of the total mortality of males; 
the female decedents numbered 3,353, or 62.93 per cent, of the 
total mortality of females. 

Deaths : American-born Decedents ; Greatest and Deast Num- 
bers by Wards, — The greatest number of deaths of natives of 
the United States in any ward was in Ward 20, 406, 194 males, 
212 females; this number included 118 males and 130 females 
who were natives of Boston; the males were 5.13 per cent, and 
the females 3.87 of the total mortality of American decedents, 
male and female respectively. The least number of decedents 
of American birth in any ward was in Ward 4, 149, 82 males and 
67 females ; the males were 2.17 per cent, and the females prac- 
tically 2 per cent, of the total mortality of American birth, ^ males 
and females respectively; of these, 149, 66 males and 47 females, 
were natives of Boston. 

The following table shows the number of deaths of natives of 
the United States (including natives of Boston) for each ward, 
with the percentage of each ward of the total mortality of natives 
of the United States, and number of decedents of each sex :

Foreign-horn Decedents, — The number of deaths of natives 
of other countries was 3,734, or 33.94 per cent, of the total 
mortality. There were 1,815 males and 1,919 females; the 
males were 32.02 per cent., and the females 36.01 per cent, of 
the total mortality of males and females respectively. 

The foreign nativity most largely represented in our popula- 
tion and mortality is Ireland. The deaths of natives of Ireland 
were 1,912 in number, or 17.38 per cent, of the total mortality, 
and 61.2 per cent, of the total mortality of foreign-born dece- 
dents. 

The number of deaths of persons born in Ireland was 69 less 
than in 1901. There were 836 males and 1,076 females. 

The greatest number of deaths of natives of Ireland in any 
ward was 179 in Ward 13, this was 9.3 per cent, of the total 
mortality of natives of Ireland. 

The least number of deaths of natives of Ireland in any ward 
was in Ward 10, 28 in number, or 1.4 per cent, of the total mor- 
tality of natives of Ireland. 

The natives of the British provinces of North America are the 
next in point of numbers among the decedents of foreign birth ; 
in 1902 there were 765 of these, or 1 more than in 1901, this was 
about 20.5 per cent, of the total mortality of the foreign-born ; 
the greatest number in any ward was 52, in Ward 1, or about 7 
per cent, of the total mortality of this class ; the least mortality 
in any ward was 13 in Ward 5, or 1.7 per cent, of the total of 
this class. 
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Great Britain is represented by 338 decedents, or 9.05 per 
cent, of the total foreign mortality ; the greatest number of these 
in any ward was 21 in Ward 20, or 6.2 per cent, of the total 
mortality of this nativity ; the least number was 5 in Ward 4, or 
1.4 per cent, of the total mortality of this class. There were 30 
more decedents of this nativity than in 1901. 

There were 186 natives of Germany among the^ decedents of 
1902, 2 less than in 1901, this number was 4.9 per cent, of the 
total foreign mortality. The greatest number of these deaths in 
any ward was 30 in Ward 22, or 16 per cent, of the total number 
of German decedents. In Wards 5 and 25 there are no deaths 
of Germans recorded. 

The deaths of natives of Italy were 181 in number, or 4.8 per 
cent, of the total mortality of foreign-born decedents, and 1.6 
per cent, of the total mortality of all nativities ; the greatest num- 
ber in any ward was 113, in Ward 6, or 62.4 per cent, of the 
total mortality of Italians. 

There were 123 deaths of natives of Russia, Russian Poland, 
and Finland in 1902 ; this is 12 less than the number of deaths 
of the same class in 1901; this is 1.11 per cent, of the total 
mortality of the city, and 3.3 per cent, of the total mortality of 
the foreign born ; the greatest number of these deaths in any 
ward was in Ward 6, 31, or 25.2 per cent, of this class. 

The decedents of jqo other nativity specified in the table 
amounted to 1 per cent, of the total mortality of the city. 

Parentage (General) of Decedents in 1902. (Table XIII.) 

Of the decedents whose parents were both born in Boston, 
there were 562, or 5.1 per cent, of the total mortality. 

Both parents born in the United States (exclusive of those 
born in Boston), there were 1,562, or 14.2 per cent, of the total 
mortality. 

One or both parents native, including those born in Boston, 
3,694, or 33.58 per cent. 

Both parents foreign, 6,285, or 57.13 per cent. 

One or both parents foreign, 6,983, or 63.48 per cent. 

Deaths. — Principal Causes and Age-Periods. 

These may l)e found by a reference to the report of the Health 
Department, showing the causes of death, classified according to 
the Bertillon system, and showing the nativity and parent nativity 
of the decedents. Some statistics regarding the decedents who 
were natives of Boston are herewith given, as they are not to be 
found elsewhere, and may be deemed of importance as relating 
to a class whose lives were more directly influenced by local 
atmospheric and sanitary conditions than all other classes of 
decedents.

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Age-Periods. — Natives of Boston. (Table XIV.) 

There were 4,772 natives of Boston recorded among the deaths 
in this city in 1902, or 43.38 per cent, of the total mortahty of 
the city; this was a decrease from the record of 1901 of 198; 
there were 2,543 males and 2,229 females ; the males were 44.86 
per cent, and the females 41.82 per cent, of the total mortality 
of the males and females respectively; 2,106 of these decedents 
were less than one year of age, or 44.13 per cent, of the 
decedents of native birth; there were 1,139 males and 967 
females ; these numbers were 44.74 per cent, and 42.93 per cent, 
of the males and females, respectively, who were natives of 
Boston. 

Beatfis from 1 to 5 Years of Age, — The whole number of 
deaths of natives of Boston, between the ages of 1 and 5 years 
was 939, or 8.63 per cent, of the total mortality of the city, and 
20.1 per cent, of the decedents who were natives of Boston ; this 
was 105 less than the number of the same class in 1901 ; there 
were 476 males and 463 females, or 18.71 per cent., and 20.77 
per cent, of the male and female decedents who were natives of 
Boston respectively. 

Deaths between 5 and 20 Tears of Age, — The whole number 
of deaths of natives of Boston, between 5 and 20 years of age, 
was 378, or 76 less than in 1901, and 3.44 per cent, of the total 
mortality of the city, and 7.92 per cent, of the decedents who 
were natives of Boston; there were 205 males and 173 females, 
or 8.06 per cent., and 7.76 per cent, of the male and female 
decedents who were natives of Boston respectively. 

Deaths: All Ages Above 20 Years, — The whole number of 
deaths of natives of Boston, above the age of 20 years, was 
1,349, or 12.26 per cent, of the total mortality, and 28.26 per 
cent, of the decedents who were natives of Boston. There were 
723 males and 626 females; the males were 28.43 per cent, and 
the females 28.08 per cent, of the total mortality of male and 
female residents of Boston respectively.

Principal Causes of Death : Natives of Boston. — The 
greatest number of deaths from any cause was 634, from pneu- 
monia, 9 less than in 1901 ; these 643 deaths was 13.47 per cent, 
of the total mortality of natives of Boston ; there were 352 males 
and 282 females, or 13.84 per cent, of the Boston born male de- 
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cedents, and 12.65 percent, of the Boston born female decedents. 
The deaths from this cause, of natives of Boston, was 50.15 per 
cent, of the total mortality from this cause in the city. Phthisis 
is the second leading cause of death among the natives of Bos- 
ton, with a total of 487 deaths, 21 less than in 1901, and 10.2 
per cent, of the total mortality of natives of Boston ; there were 
264 males and 223 females; the males were 10.38 per cent, and 
the females 10 per cent, of the male and female decedents, 
respectively, who were natives of Boston. 

The deaths of natives of Boston by phthisis were 39.91 per 
cent, of the total mortality from that cause in the city. 

Deaths by Meningitis, 291, or 6.09 per cent, of total mortality of natives.

Principal Causes of Death and Age-Periods, Natives of 

Boston. 

In/ant Mortality, — The greatest number of deaths under 1 
year from any specified cause was 259,. from pneumonia; this 
was an increase of 15 over the number for 1901 ; the percentage 
of deaths from this cause of the total mortality of children less 
than 1 year of age was 12.29 per cent.; this number was also 
20.49 per cent, of the total mortaUty from this cause of all ages. 

Marasmus is the cause of death recorded for the next highest 
number of decedents from any specified cause, the number being 
195, or 9.26 per cent, of the total mortality less than 1 year of 
age, and 73.3 per cent, of the total mortality from this^cause of 
all ages. 

Cholera infantum is returned as the cause of death in 141 
cases, or 6.69 per cent, of the total mortality less than 1 year of 
age, and 79.66 per cent, of the total mortality from this cause. 

Bronchitis, with 100 deaths, is the cause of 4.74 per cent, of 
the infant mortality, and these deaths are 30.6 per cent, of the 
total mortality from this cause of all ages. 

Of the deaths from the other causes specified, there were 17 
from phthisis, 35 of diseases of the heart, 103 of meningitis, 30 
of apoplexy, 2 of nephritis, 2 of typhoid fever, 25 of diphtheria, 
3 of scarlet fever, 22 of smallpox, 5 accidental, and 9 of unknown 
causes. 

Deaths from 1 to 5 Years, Natives of Jioston, — Pneumonia is 
the cause of death of the greatest number from any specified 
cause ; of children from 1 to 5 years of age, the number was 224, 
and the percentage of deaths from this cause, of the total mor- 
taUty from all causes of decedents of these ages, was 23.85, and 
17.72 per cent, of the deaths from this cause of all ages. 
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The cause of deaths next highest among those specified in the 
table is diphtheria; from this cause there were 93 deaths, or 
about 10 per cent, of the total mortality of these ages, and 47.45 
per cent, of the total mortality from this cause of all ages. 

Meningitis is next in order with 131 deaths, or 13.84 per cent, 
of the total mortality of these ages, and 33.5 per cent, of the 
total mortality from this cause of all ages. 

Scarlet fever is given as the cause of 39 deaths in this class, 
or 4.26 per cent, of the total deaths between 1 and 5 years, and 
46.4 per cent, of the total number of deaths from this cause. 

Of the other specified causes of death, there were 35 from 
phthisis, 35 from bronchitis, 17 from diseases of the heart, 23 
from marasmus, 7 from nephritis, 25 from cholera infantum, 2 
from appendicitis, 27 from smallpox, 28 accidental deaths, and 
4 from unknown causes. 

Deaths from 6 to 20 Years, Natives of Boston, — There were 
67 deaths from phthisis, or 17.72 per cent, of the whole number 
of deaths from 5 to 20 years, and 5.46 per cent, of the total 
mortality from this cause. 

Diseases of the heart caused the next greatest number of deaths 
in this class of decedents ; there were 38, or about 10 per cent, 
of the total from all causes, and 3.13 per cent, of the total mor- 
tality from this cause of all ages. 

There were 34 deaths from diphtheria, 35 from pneumonia, 14 
from scarlet fever, 8 from appendicitis, 7 from nephritis, 5 from 
smallpox, 4 from bronchitis, 13 from typhoid fever, 2 from maras- 
mus, 35 from accidents, 1 suicide, and 2 from unknown causes. 

All Ages Above 20 Tears ^ Natives of Boston, — There were 
369 deaths from phthisis, which is the largest number from any 
specified cause in these ages; this number was 27.35 per cent, of 
the total mortality above the age of 20 years, and 3.02 per cent, 
of the total mortality from this cause of all ages. 

Deaths due to diseases of the heart numbered 202, or 14.23 
per cent, of the total of deaths above 20 years of age, and 16.63 
per cent, of the total mortaUty from this cause of all ages. 

Pneumonia is given as the cause in 104 cases, or 7.48 per 
cent, of the total mortality above 20 years of age, and 8.22 per 
cent, of the whole number of deaths from this cause of all ages. 
The deaths from bronchitis were 22, meningitis 13, apoplexy 69, 
marasmus 2, nephritis 59, Bright's disease 19, cancer 56, typhoid 
fever 16, diphtheria 4, scarlet fever 1, appendicitis 14, small- 
pox 14, accident 41, suicide 11, homicide I, and from unknown 
causes 8.

Deaths in Institutions. 

There were 3,302 deaths in the various institutions of the city 
in 1902; there were 1,872 males and 1,430 females; of these, 
2,428 were residents of the city, 1,386 males and 1,042 females; 
675 were non-residents, 390 males and 285 females; and of 199 
the residence was unknown, 96 males and 103 females.

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MARRIAGES IN BOSTON IN 1902. 



There were 6,172 marriages recorded as having taken place in 
Boston in 1902. This number is 138 less than the record for 
1901. 

In 5,977 cases both contracting parties were white; in 166 
cases both parties were colored ; in 25 cases the groom was 
colored and the bride white, and in 4 cases the groom was white 
and the bride colored. 

Seasons, — June was tl*e month in which the greatest number 
of marriages took place, 802 being the record for the month; 
the least number was in March, 277. The greatest number of 
marriages for any quarter-year period was 1,764, in the second 
quarter of the year; the least number was 1,257, in the first 
quarter. 

Marriages hy Meligious and Civil Officials. — There were 
5,155 marriages performed by clergymen of the various religious 
denominations and rabbis, and 1,017 by justices of the peace. 

Residents and N^on- Residents. 

The number of persons who were recorded as having married 
in Boston in 1902 was 12,344; of these, 10,452 were residents 
of Boston, or 1 in every 56.32 of the population. The marriage 
rate was 17.7 per 1,000 of population. 

The non-residents married in Boston were 1,892 in number. 

In 4,772 marriages both parties were residents of Boston. 

In 474 marriages both parties were residents elsewhere in the 
United States. 

In 236 marriages the grooms were residents of Boston and the 
brides residents elsewhere in the United States. 
• In 658 marriages the grooms were residents elsewhere in the 
United States and the brides were residents of Boston. 

There were 2 marriages between grooms who were Boston 
residents and brides residing in foreign countries. 

In 12 marriages the grooms were foreign residents and the 
brides were residents of Boston. 

In 12 cases the grooms were residents of the United States 
elsewhere than in Boston and the brides were residents of foreign 
countries. 

In 4 cases the grooms were residents of foreign countries and 
the brides residents of the United States elsewhere than in Boston • 

In 2 cases the groom and bride were residents of a foreign 
country. 
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Marriages of Colored Men and White Women, 

There were 25 cases of marriage between colored men and 
white women, and 4 marriages of white men to colored vomen. 
Clergymen officiated in 12 cases of these mixed marriages, the 
balance being performed by justices of the peace. 

Marriages: Ages of Grooms and Brides. (Table XVI). 

In 2,768 marriages, or 44.84 per cent, of the whole number, 
the groom and bride were in the same division of age. 

The number of grooms of 25 years of age and less was 1,743, 
or 28.24 per cent. ; the number of grooms between 25 and 35 
years was 3,247, or 52.60 per cent. ; so that about 81 per cent, 
of all the grooms were married before reaching the age of 35 
years. The number of grooms who were minors was 63, or 1.02 
per cent, of the whole number of grooms. 

The number of brides who had not reached the age of 25 years 
was 3,182, or 51.55 per cent, of the whole number of brides ; the 
number of brides who had reached ages between 25 and 35 years 
was 2,361, or 38.25 per cent. ; so that 89.81 per cent, of all the 
brides were married before reaching the age of 35 years. 

The number of brides who were less than 18 years of age was 
120. 

Marriages: Nativities of Both Parties. (Table XVII.) 

There were 1,125 grooms who were born in Boston, or 18.22 
per cent, of the whole number of grooms; there were 44 less 
Boston-born grooms than in 1901 ; 604 married brides who were 
born in Boston, 257 of the brides were born in the United States 
outside of Boston, 85 were bom in Ireland, 114 in the British- 
American provinces, 30 in Great Britain, 11 in Germany, 7 in 
Italy, 1 in Russia, 4 in Sweden and Norway, 2 in Austria, 1 
in Portugal, 1 in Holland, 1 in Belgium, 2 in Denmark, and 5 
in other countries not specified in the table. 

The grooms born in the United States (exclusive of those bom 
in Boston) were 1,948, or 31.56 percent, of the whole number of 
grooms ; there were 90 less grooms of this nativity than in 1901 ; 
of their brides, 505 were born in Boston, 944 were bom in the 
United States outside of Boston, 117 were bom in Ireland, 296 
in the British- American provinces, 53 in Great Britain, 8 in Ger- 
many, 6 in Russia, 10 in Norway and Sweden, 1 in China, of 
white parents, 1 in France, 1 in Switzerland, 2 in Denmark, 1 in 
the West Indies, and 3 in other countries not specified in the 
table. 
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American 3rides and Foreign Grooms. 

There were 682 American-borii brides (including Boston) who 
married men of foreign birth. Of these grooms 80 were born in 
Ireland, 284 in the British-American provinces, 125 in Great 
Britain, 38 in Germany, 55 in Italy, 31 in Russia, 24 in Norway 
and Sweden, 6 in France, 1 in Turkey, 5 in Austria, 6 in Portu- 
gal, 2 in Holland, 1 in Switzerland, 4 in Denmark, 6 in Cuba 
and the West Indies, and 14 in other countries not specified in 
the table. 

There were in all, 3,073 grooms of American birth, or 49.77 
per cent.; this was 134 less than in 1901. There were 2,992 
brides of American birth, or 48.46 per cent. ; this was 14 less 
than in 1901. 

The number of marriages in which both parties were American 
born was 2,310, or 37.41 per cent. ; the number was 57 less than 
in 1901. 

Marriages Between Natives of the Same {Foreign) Coimtry. 

The figures in large type diagonally arranged across the table 
represent the number of marriages in which both parties were of 
the same nativity. 

Six hundred and twenty-one gooms were born in Ireland, 
and 497 married brides born in Ireland, or 80.03 per cent. 

Seven hundred and seventy-four grooms were born in lUe 
British- American provinces, and 396 married brides of the same 
nativity, or 51 .42 per cent. 

Two hundred and forty-five grooms were born in Great Britain, 
and 48 married brides of the same nativity, or 19.59 per cent. 

One hundred and seventeen grooms were born in Germany, 
and 55 married brides of the same nativity, or 47 per cent. 

Four hundred and ninety-three grooms were born in Italy, and 
419 married brides of the same nativity, or 85 per cent. 

Four hundred and forty-two grooms were born in Russia, and 
376 married natives of the same country, or 85.06 per cent. 

Two hundred and four grooms were born in Norway or Sweden, 
and 155 married natives of the same countries, or 75.98 per cent. 

Fourteen grooms were born in France, and but 1 married a 
native of the same country, or 7 per cent. 

Sixteen grooms were born in Turkey, and 14 married natives 
of the same country, or 87.5 per cent. 

Forty-five grooms were born in Austria, and 26 married natives 
of the same country, or 57.7 per cent. 

Eighteen grooms were born in Portugal, and 8 married natives 
of the same country, or 44.44 per cent. 

Five grooms were born in Holland, and 2 married natives of 
the same country, or 40 per cent. 

Nine grooms were born in Belgium, and 5 married natives of 
the same country, or 55.55 per cent. 
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Eight grooms were born in Switzerland, and 4 married natives 
of the same country, or 50 per cent. 

Two grooms were born in Greece, and 1 married a native of 
that country, or 50 per cent. 

Twenty-one grooms were born in Denmark, and 10 married 
natives of that country, or 47.6 per cent. 

Ten grooms were bom in Cuba and the West Indies, and 1 
married a native of the West India Islands, or 10 per cent. 

Fifty-five grooms were born in countries not specified in the 
table, and 22 married natives of countries not specified in the 
table, or 40 per cent.

Number op Marriage. (Tabi.e XVIII.) 

There were 5,408 grooms and 5,451 brides who married for the 
first time ; it was the second marriage of 570 grooms and 502 
brides, the brides and all the grooms but 4 being widowed, and of 
those 4 no statement was made as to whether they were married or 
divorced. It was the second marriage of 144 divorced grooms 
and 191 divorced brides, and the third marriage of 50 grooms 
and 23 brides, 36 of the grooms being widowers and 14 divorced, 
and of the brides 17 were widows and 6 were divorced. 

There were 2 widows married for the fourth time. 

Of the 5,408 grooms married for the first time, the brides of 
4,996 were also married for the first time, the brides of 287 were 
widows marrying the second time, 4 were widows whose third 
marriage it was, 116 brides were divorced and marrying the 
second time, and 4 were divorced and marrying the third time. 

Of the 570 widowed grooms (including the 4*) marrying the 
second time, 360 married brides whose first marriage it was, 166 
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married widows whose second marriage it was, 8 married widows 
who were marrying for the third time, 1 married a widow whose 
fourth marriage it was, 32 married divorced brides whose second 
marriage it was, and 1 married a divorced bride whose third 
marriage it was. 

Of the 36 widowers marrying the third time, 12 had brides 
whose first marriage it was, the brides of 19 were widows whose 
second marriage it was, 2 married widows whose third marriage 
it was, 2 married divorced brides whose second marriage it was, 
and 1 married a divorced bride whose third marriage it was. 

Of the 144 divorced grooms marrying the second time, 76 mar- 
ried women who had not previously been married, 26 married 
widows whose second marriage it was, 3 married widows whose 
third marriage it was, and 39 married divorced brides whose 
second marriage it was. 

Of the 14 divorced grooms who were married the third time, 
the brides of 7 had not previously been married, of 4 the brides 
were widows whose second marriage it was, 1 married a widow 
whose fourth marriage it was, and 2 married divorced brides 
whose second marriage it was. 

Marriages of Divorced Persons, 

There were 144 divorced grooms and 191 divorced brides mar- 
ried for the second time, and 14 divorced grooms and 6 divorced 
brides married for the third time ; or 355 divorced persons were 
married in Boston in 1902. 

Marriage of Divorced Persons — Percentage, 

The divorced persons of both sexes married in 1902 were 355, 
or 3.07 per cent, of all. There were 41 cases of marriage where 
both parties had been divorced, 158 cases where the grooms had 
been divorced, and 197 cases where the brides had been divorced, 
including the 41 cases previously quoted.

There were 15,549 births registered in this.oflSce in the year 
1902 ; there were 7,936 males and 7,613 females. This num- 
ber was 31 less than the record for 1901. 

These may be classified generally, as regards the residence of 
the parents, as follows : Parents residing in Boston, ward 
known, 14,821 ; males, 7,566, females, 7,255 ; ward unknown, 
237; males, 124, females, 113; born in Boston of non-resident 
parents, 454; males, 227, females, 227. 

Total number of children born in Boston, and recorded in the 
year 1902, 15,512; males, 7,917, females, 7,595; parents resid- 
ing in Boston and children born elsewhere, 37; males, 19, 
females, 18. 

There were 675 still-biiths which are not included in the above 
total. 

The birth-rate for 1902 was 26.34 per thousand of population, 
or one in every 37.95. 

The ward in which occurred the greatest number of births was 
Ward 6, 1,507; this was an increase of 71 over the number of 
births in this ward in 1901 ; the number of births in this ward • 
was 9.7 per cent, of the total number for the city. The ward in 
which occurred the least number of births was Ward 10, 263 ; 
this number was 10 more than the least number of births in any 
ward in 1901, which was 253 in Ward 11. 

The male births were in excess in all wards except 4, 6, 13, 14 
and 17. 

The greatest number of births for any month, parents residing 
in Boston, was 1,328, in January; the least number was 1,091, 
in April. 

The greatest number of male births for any month was 681, 
in January ; the least number was 559, in April. 

The greatest number of female births in any month was 660, 
in August ; the least number was 532, in April. 

The greatest number of births for any season, or quarter-year 
period was 3,860 in the third quarter of the year, July, August 
and September; the least number for any quarter-year period 
was 3,375 in April, May and June. 

The quarter-year in which the greatest number of male births 
occun*ed was the third, July, August and September, the number 
being 1,958; the greatest number of female births for any 
quarter-year period was 1,902, in the third quarter of the year. 

The ward having the greatest number of births was Ward 6, 
1,507, or 10.1 per cent, of the total number of births, and 4.6 
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per cent, of the population of the ward, or one birth to every 21 
of the population. This ratio is the same as in 1901, and the 
increase in the number of births in the ward is 71 ; the ward hav- 
ing the least number of births is Ward 10, 263, or 1.7 per cent-, 
of the total number of births, and one in every 88 of the 
population.

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Colored Births. All other than White. (Table XXV.) 

There were 318 births of colored children recorded in Boston 
in 1902, or 29 more than in 1901 : Of these 309 were of residents 
of Boston, of 6 the parents were non-resident, and of three the 
parents' residence was unknown. 

The births of colored children were practically 2.0 per cent, of 
the whole number of births in the city. 

Of these births, 177 were males and 141 females. 

Five were recorded as yellow, or Chinese, and of these, 3 were 
male, and 2 females. 

The greatest number of these births in any month was 36, in 
August ; the least number, 20, in February. 

Ward 18 is credited with the greatest number of colored births 
in any ward, 73, or 1 more than in 1901. The males were 36, 
the females 37. In Wards 1, 5, 14, 16 and 23 there were no 
oolored births. * 

The yellow or Chinese births were all in Ward 7. 

Births. — Nativity of Fathers and Mothers. (Tables 
XXVII. AND xxvin.) 

Fathers. — Of the children born in Boston in 1902, 2,784 had 
fathers born in Boston, 2,604 had fathers who were bom in the 
United States other than those born in Boston, making a total of 
5,388 fathers of American birth, or 34.7 per cent, of the whole 
number of fathers. 

There were 3,012 fathers born in Ireland, 1,747 in the British- 
American Provinces, 622 in Great Britain, 328 in Germany, 
1,599 in Italy, 1,445 in Russia, 321 in Norway and Sweden, 5 
in China, 32 in France, 20 in Turkey, 132 in Austria, 37 in Por- 
tugal, 11 in Holland, 12 in Belgium, 16 in Switzerland, 9 in 
Greece, 43 in Denmark, 24 in Cuba and the West Indies, 136 in 
all other countries not specified in the table, and of 573 the 
nativity of the fathers was unknown. 

Mothers, — There were 3,025 children born in Boston whose 
mothers were also born in Boston, and 2,417 whose mothers were 
born elsewhere in the United States, making a total of 5,442 
American-born mothers, or 35.08 per cent, of the whole number 
■of mothers, 3,553 mothers were bom in Ireland, 2,018 in the 
British- American Provinces, 556 in Great Britain, 294 in Ger- 
many, 1,521 in Italy, 1,395 in Russia, 318 in Norway and 
Sweden, 6 in China (2 of American parentage), 17 in France, 14 
in Turkey, 119 in Austria, 33 in Portugal, 7 in Holland, 11 in 
Belgium, 14 in Switzerland, 5 in Greece, 34 in Denmark, 15 in 
Cuba and the West Indies, 124 in all other countries not specified 
in the table, and of 16 the nativity was unknown.

The Boston-born fathers were 17.9 per cent., the American- 
born fathers (inclusive of Boston-born) were 34.7 per cent., the 
foreign-born fathers were 61.5 per cent., and the fathers whose 
birthplace was unknown were 3.8 per cent, of the whole number 
of fathers. 

The Boston-bom mothers were 19.5 per cent., the American- 
born mothers (inclusive of Boston-born) were 35.1 per cent., the 
foreign-born mothers were 64.8 per cent., and the mothers whose 
birthplace was unknown were less than 1 per cent, of the whole 
number of mothers. 

Of the foreign-born fathers, those born in Ireland were 31.4 
per cent, of the foreign-born fathers, and 19.4 per cent, of the 
whole number of fathers. 

The fathers born in the British- American Provinces were 21.1 
per cent, of the whole number of foreign-born fathers, and 13 
per cent, of the whole number of fathers. 

The fathers born in Great Britain were 6.5 per cent, of the 
whole number of foreign-bom fathers, and 4 per cent, of the 
whole number of fathers. 

The fathers of German birth were 3.4 per cent, of the whole 
number of foreign-born fathers, and 2.1 per cent of the whole 
number of fathers. 

The fathers bom in Italy were 16.7 per cent, of the whole 
number of foreign-born fathers, and 10.3 per cent, of the whole 
number of fathers. 
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Fathers bom Id Russia were 15.1 per cent, of the whole num- 
ber of foreign fathers, and 9.3 per cent, of the whole number of 
fathers. 

The fathers born in Sweden and Norway were 3.3 per cent, of 
the whole number of foreign-born fathers, and 2.7 per cent, of 
the whole number of fathers. 

Of the foreign-born mothers, those bom in Ireland were 35.3 
per cent, of the whole number of foreign-born mothers, and 22.9 
per cent, of the whole number of mothers. 

Mothers born in British- American Provinces were 20 per cent, 
of the whole number of foreign-bom mothers, and 13 per cent, 
of the whole number of mothers. 

The mothers born in Great Britain were 5.5 per cent, of the 
whole number of foreign-born mothers, and 3.5 per cent, of the 
whole number of mothers.

In 12 cases of twins both parents were born in Boston; in 13 
cases both parents were born in the United States, exclusive of 
those born in Boston; in 30 cases both parents were bom in 
Ireland ; in 11 cases both parents were bom in Italy ; in 5 cases

The following pages give the more important vital statistics and 
population, also a comparative analysis for the years 1900-1901, 
1902, together with the area, number of dwellings to the .acre, 
number of persons to a dwelling (the facts as to families and 
persons to a family and to a dwelling being the same as in the 
report for 1901, no figures being available for this year), and 
number of persons to the acre, or density of population, for each 
of the wards in the city ; also the principal causes of death in each. 

It must be borne in mind that the population is estimated^ and 
that the figures based upon the statement of population are not 
absolute or accurate, but it is believed that they may be relied 
upon for general purposes as giving a reasonable statement of 
the conditions. The areas are from the report of the City Engineer 
for 1896, or directly following the establishment of the present 
ward lines, and the figures regarding the dwelling-houses are taken 
from the report of the Assessing Department for the year 1902, 
and is a statement of the number of dwellings in existence on 
May 1 of that year. 

The series of maps published with this report will give the 
highest and lowest grades in each ward, and some of the interme- 
diate grades, notably on the main thoroughfares, and of any con- 
siderable elevation above the average grade. The grade numbers 
on the maps, and the brief topographical descriptions of each 
ward, have been supplied by the City Engineer's Department. 

The maps will also show the original areas and bounds of the 
different cities and towns that are now parts of the city, as also 
the original area and bounds of the old town. 

The ward areas in the statistics are land areas only, flats anch 
water not included ; neither are parks or cemeteries or other large 
tracts not devoted to residential purposes excluded ; the density 
is reckoned on the total land area. 

The statistics regarding families and dwellings are from the 
United States Census reports for 1900, but the ratios will probably 
hold good for 1902 for all general purposes. In some cases the 
census reports have differed materially with the report of the 
Assessing Department regarding the number of dwellings in the 
ward, as the definition of the word "dwelling" has evidently a 
different sense as used by the census authorities from that used 
by the assessors ; consequently, where the census figures for 1900 
regarding the number of dwellings in a ward have been greatly in 
excess of the figures of the Assessing Department for 1901, a 
discrepancy which would lead to erroneous conclusions regarding 
the number of single houses in a ward, this discrepancy has been 
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adjusted in several cases by subtracting the excess of dwellings 
according to the census report from the number of " one " family 
buildings in the same report, as the census authorities designate 
any place of habitation, even if it be but one room, a dwelling ; 
and that method of presentation would show a far greater number 
of single dwellings, as the term is generally understood, than is 
actually the case. The result of this adjustment may not be 
accurate, but it is more nearly so than the census report would 
indicate, particularly relating to single dwellings.

Topography, — The East Boston portion of the ward is gen- - 
erally of good elevation, consisting of two hills, one rising to 85 
feet, on which is located the Reser\'oir ; another at the south- 
eastern extremity, rising to about 50 feet. A depression almost 
to tidewater exists southeast of the tracks of the Boston &. 
Albany Railroad. 
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The section known as Breed's Island consists of practically 
one large hill, whose maximum height is above 160 feet, sloping 
abruptly westwardly, and gradually eastwardly to the water. 

Almost one-half of this section of the ward is low, being little 
above marsh level. 

This is very largely a residential section, with the exception of 
the shore front, and contains 86 acres of park land and 10 acres 
of cemetery area.

Topography, — The land is of good general elevation, with 
the exception of the water front and a small portion reclaimed 
from the Old Mill Pond, where the elevation is from 16 to 20 
feet above mean low water. East of the location of the Old 
Mill Pond is Copp's Hill, whose maximum elevation is about 60 
feet — that is, on the street grade; in the burying-ground the 
elevation reaches 65 feet. 

The southwesterly extremity of the ward (Precinct 6) is 
marked by a considerable rise, which includes Pemberton square 
and the easterly brow of Beacon Hill, the extreme elevation of 
which, in this ward, being about 93 feet (at Bowdoin street) . 

This ward is in the oldest part of the city, and has the largest 
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foreign population of any of the wards; it is also the second 
largest ward in total population, being exceeded only by Ward 
20, which has about 2,000 more in population, but is nearly six 
times as great in area ; although densely populated it still has a 
very large portion of its area given over to business purposes ; it 
contains 3 acres of cemetery area and an acre of playground. 
The infant mortality is the greatest of any of the wards.

Topography, — Much of the area of this ward is made land, 
and lies quite low, very little of it, except the part in the vicinity 
of West Broadway, being but a few feet above high water ; nearly, 
if not quite, one-half of the solid area of the ward has been re- 
claimed from tide-water. This ward had the greatest number of 
deaths of any ward in the city, five more than Ward 6, which had 
the next greatest number ; but the population of the latter ward 
is about a third greater and its area about one-half that of Ward 
13. A great part of this ward is given over to business purposes, 
notably the water-front and the land contiguous to the New York, 
New Haven & Hartford Railroad. The death rate is abnormally 
high, and for infants is practically the same as that of Ward 6, 
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which has a density of population about three times as great. It 
is very evident that the sanitary conditions must be more favor- 
able in some respects in the crowded tenement district of the 
North End of Boston than in Ward 13, with three-quarters of its 
boundary washed by tide-water and directly open to the influence 
of the breezes of the ocean.

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Boston Proper (Old Boston). 

The area of the original Boston at the time of settlement in 
1630 was less than 1,000 acres;* the greatest length of the 
peninsula being from Roxbury hne north-northeast to the old 
fortification on the Neck, one mile and thirty-nine yards, and 
from thence to the Winnisimet ferry, one mile and three quarters 
— in all, about two miles three quarters and two hundred and 
thirty-eight yards. 

The greatest breadth of the old town at the same time was 
from a point about the present location of Foster's wharf (on 
Atlantic avenue) to the northwesterly end of Leverett street, or 
about one mile one hundred and thirty-nine yards. 

There was no important addition to the inhabitable area of the 
town until the filling of the Mill pond, about 1807, which occu- 
pied the space at present bounded in part by Prince, Endicott, 
Leverett and Causeway streets, gave an additional fifty acres or 
thereabouts to the land area of the original town. There have 
been other additions made from time to time, notably on the 
water front, -that is, the harbor side, but none so extensive as the 
one just mentioned, and they have mostly been utilized for busi- 
ness purposes, while a large portion of the *'Mill pond" land 
was occupied by residences for many years, and a portion of it is 
now so occupied. 

There is no precise account of the population of Boston for 
nearly a century after its settlement. In 1638 it is spoken of as 
being *' rather a village than a town, consisting of no more than 
20 or 30 houses." In 1675 the inhabitants were estimated at 
4,000; in 1686 the taxable polls (16 years and upwards) were 
1,447; in 1698 the inhabitants were estimated at 7,000; both 
estimates probably being too great; the estimate of 1698 is prob- 
ably that of Cotton Mather in his "Magnalia" 1.31 *' seven 
thousand souls of us, at this hour living on the spot." 

Estimates of the population in 1704 at 6,750, and in 1720 at 
11,000, are given for what they are worth. 

The early immigration practically ceased in 1640, and during 
the ten years since the settlement of the town 21,200 passengers 
had landed here, and about 4,000 families. 

The first enumeration now known was made in 1722, by Eneas 
Salter, by authority and direction of the selectmen. He reported 
10,567 "beside those who had died or removed out of the 
town." 

On Bonner's map of Boston, dated 1722, it is stated that there 
were in the town at that time "near 12,000 people." In 1735 
the population was estimated at 16,000. 

*783 acres. 
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In 1742 a census of the city was taken with the following re- 
sult: Total number of persons, 16,382 ; houses, 1,719; colored per- 
sons, 1,374 ; the total includes the colored, leaving 15,008 whites.

On account of the smallpox another census was taken in 1752, 
which gave 14,190 whites, 1,541 colored — total, 15,731. In 
1754 a colonial census of negroes was taken, which shows the 
number of slaves in Boston at that time to have been 989. 

The first efforts to take a general census in Massachusetts, so 
far as legislative records show, were made in 1763, and the 
result is shown in the colonial census of July, 1765, as follows :

Houses, 1,676; Families, 2,069. 
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In July, 1775, the population of Boston, as shown by a census 
taken by order of General Gage, was 6,573 ; and in 1776, at the 
close of the siege of Boston, a census ordered by the General 
Court gave the population of the town as 2,719 (Shattuck says 
these were whites only) . 

In 1777 the whole number of males sixteen years of age and 
over was 2,863, but deducting the colored, those at sea and in 
the army, there were but 1,878, and many of these were " old, 
inljfm, and decrepit.'* 

In 1781 the number of polls was 2,260, representing a popu- 
lation, estimated on that number, of about 10,000. 

In July, 1784, the General Court ordered a census of the 
ratable polls in Massachusetts, and the population of Boston, 
estimated on this census, was 15,780, the number of polls being 
3,174.

Thus it will be seen by the above table and the preceding 
statements regarding the population that between the settle- 
ment of the town and the peace of 1783, about one hundred and 
fifty years, the increase of the population was not marked, the 
estimate for 1780 being not more than two and a quarter times 
that of 1680, when the town, although fifty years old, may still 
be said to be in its infancy, and for forty years, from 1730 to 
1770, the population might almost be called stationary. 

The number of houses in Boston in 1719, according to Daniel 
Neal, who wrote a description of the town in that year, was about 
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3,000; this statement is consistent witH that of Bonner's map, 
before alluded to, which says near 3,000 in 1722 ; but there is a 
wide diffel'encein the computation of the inhabitants, Neal making 
it about 20,000 and Bonner 12,000. The census of 1742 gives 
the number of houses as 1,719, and the number of warehouses as 
166; so that, if the census of 1742 is in any degree accurate, 
there must have been a very much greater average of persons to 
a dwelling in that year than in 1722, as the population is given 
as 4,000 greater. 

The number of dwelling houses in 1784, by actual enumeration, 
was 2,178. Awriter in the *' Columbian Magazine," of Philadel- 
phia, describing the Boston of 1787, states that it is '' supposed 
to contain 3,000 houses and 18 or 20,000 inhabitants," but the 
statement is made elsewhere that in 1789 the number of dwellings 
was 2,235, and the population, on the basis of 1790, was 17,880. 

From the various statements given it may be determined that 
the average population of Boston for the first ninety years of the 
18th century was probably not more than double the figure at the 
close of the I7th century, or 13,500 for the former and 6,700 
for the latter date. The maximum number of dwellings during 
the whole period from the settlement of the town until 1790 was 
probably no greater than the number given in 1789, or 2,235. 

A table showing the number of houses and stores in given 
districts, together with the estimated population of these districts, 
is herewith appended.

Thus the population had increased from 1722, the year of the 
first regular census by town authority, to considerably more than 
twice the number, according to the U. S. census of 1800, the 
town meanwhile retaining practically the same habitable area as 
at the time of settlement. 

Soon after 1800 commenced the additions to the town area by 
filling various water areas and the reclamation of marshes, etc., 
and annexations of territory, which will be referred to under 
their respective heads.

The present area of Boston Proper, or Old Boston, is a little 
more than 1,800 acres. 

Charlestown. 

One of the original towns of the Massachusetts Bay Colony, 
settled in 1629. It was not until about 1842 that the bounds of 
that district, which was annexed to Boston as the City of Charles- 
town in 1874, were finally settled. The area of the old town was 
subject to many changes during the period between its settlement 
and annexation, but after its incorporation as a city in 1847 the 
area remained intact, and the act of annexation added 586 acres 
to the habitable area of the City of Boston. There is no record 
of the population in the earlier years of its history; in 1636 
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there were 72 who had wives and children, and up to 1640 
there were admitted into the town one hundred and twenty-seven 
persons. Frothingham says that in 1640 the population was 
not far from .1,000. In 1658 a list of shares in the wood and 
common lands on Mystic river side shows that upwards of 200 
families resided in the town at that time. There seems to be no 
authentic statement of the population until 1-789 ; in 1727 there 
were 412 ratable polls, which would seem to indicate a population 
of about 2,000, and just previous to the conflagration of June 17, 
1775, various authorities place the number of* houses at from 
three to five hundred, and the population at from two to three 
thousand. It is from 1777 that the growth of the town must be 
reckoned, as it was almost totally destroyed in the conflagration, 
and the rebuilding had barely commenced in this year, nor did it 
become general until after the peace in 1785 ; at the close of 
this year there were 999 inhabitants, 978 whites and 21 colored, 
and 160 dwellings. A census of the town was taken in 1789, 
the result showing a population of 1,579, of which 867 were males 
and 812 females. 

By the U. S. Census of 1790 the population of Charlestown 
was 1,583; there were 749 white males, 809 white females, and 
288 families.

South Boston. 

This district, originally a part of Dorchester, was early known 
by its Indian name of Mattapannock, and within a few years 
after the settlement of Dorchester, as Dorchester Neck and Dor- 
chester Point; it became part of Boston in 1804, and at that 
time contained about 560 acres. In 1637 the '' Neck," as it was 
generally called, was set apart as pasture land for the cattle of 
the Dorchester towns-people, by vote of the town, and although 
there is no existing record of the first dwelling house built on the 
peninsula, it is probable that there was none until 1660. The 
district retained its distinctive character as a farming and 
grazing section for about 150 years after this date, and at the 
time of annexation was inhabited by only 10 families, about 60 
persons, and there were but 19 persons who paid a poll tax as 
residents of the place. In 1810 the number was 354, and in 
1825 it had increased to 1,986. In 1835 the population was 
5,595.

The' original land area of South Boston was about 795 acres; 
its present area is a little more than 1,200 acres. 

The number of dwellings in South Boston in 1900 was 7,336. 
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East Boston. 

The largest island of those which go to make up the present 
district oi East Boston, Noddle's Island, was placed umder the 
jurisdiction of Boston on the 7th of December, 1636. The area 
of the island at this time was estimated at 1,000 acres, and the 
flats* about it at 1,200 acres or more ; but by a survey made by 
William Taylor in 1801 it was found to contain but Q6Q acres of 
upland and marsh, and the flats surrounding it amounted to 
nearly 1,500 acres. 

The entire district now known as East Boston, embracing 
Noddle's, Breed's and Wood Islands, reclaimed marsh land, and 
flats, contains about 1,685 acres. 

In 1833, the year of the incorporation of the East Boston 
Company, which was formed for the development of Noddle's 
Island into a residential and business section, there was but one 
dwelling-house upon the island, and at no time previous to that 
date was the island used for any purposes but farming and 
grazing, and the only inhabitants were the owners of the farms, 
or their tenants, never more than a few individuals, and requiring 
at the most not more than half a dozen dwellings. On June 10, 
1775, the Provincial troops destroyed all the buildings on the 
island ; and the statement was made by Thomas Greenough, the 
husband of one of the heirs of a former proprietor, that the loss 
consisted of 3 houses, 1 mansion house, 6 barns, 1 stable, and 
1 store (probably storehouse), all valued at £2,060. 

The census of the island for 1833 was 3 males, 5 females. 

In 1834, 16 single dwelling-houses and a brick block were 
built, beside buildings for various business purposes. 

In 1835, 21 dwellings were erected; there were 6 births, 4 
marriages, and 8 deaths. 

In 1836, there were 8 births, 1 marriage, 10 deaths. 

The following statistics, while not oflScial, and perhaps not 
complete, are no doubt nearly so, and are interesting as the 
only record known of the vital statistics of East Boston in the 
earlier years of its development as a residential section :

Dorchester. 

One of the original towns of the Massachusetts Bay Colony, 
the land where the earliest settlements were made, was known by 
the Indian name of Mattapan. The boundaries and area of Dor- 
chester were changed so frequently, and as only that part of the 
old township which was annexed to Boston is generally known 
by that name, it will be sufficient to state its area at the time of 
annexation, which was 5,614 acres. 

Of the population of Dorchester in the earlier years of its 
existence but little is known. There were 140 persons in the first 
company that made settlement in Dorchester, and the greater 
part of these it is evident took up land and built habitations 
within the limits of that part of Dorchester which is now a part 
of Boston. The same is true probably of most of the arrivals 
for the years immediately succeeding the first settlement of 
the town. In 1636 nearly half of the inhabitants removed to 
Connecticut, and their places were filled by fresh arrivals from 
England, but from almost Constant departures for other towns 
and settlements, and new additions from the home country and 
other parts -of the colony, the population did not vary in size 
very much for a hundred years or more. 

The births in the town from 1657 to 1734, a period of seventy- 
eight years, were 2,416, while the deaths in the same period 
were only 921, which shows that many who were born in Dor- 
chester must have died elsewhere. The ratable polls in the town 
in 1641 were *' not less than six score or thereabouts,'' which 
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multiplied by ^ye^ would give 600 inhabitants. In 1692 there 
were seats provided in the church for 171 men and 180 women, 
and as every one was expected to attend church there were evi- 
dently 351 persons of adult age, or nearly so, and it is fair to 
presume that there were as many at least younger children, so 
that the population would not be far from the figure quoted for 
1641, or fifty years earlier. In 1727 there were 252 ratable 
polls. This would give on the same computation as above made, 
including 17 slaves, 1,277. There were 117 houses at that time. 
By the census of 1765 Dorchester is shown to have 1,323 whites, 
and 37 colored persons ; of the former 635 were males and 688 
females. There were 204 houses in the town, and 245 families. 
In 1776 there were 1,550 inhabitants in the town, including 35 
negroes*and mulattoes. The population of Dorchester for the 
U. S. Census years from 1800 to 1900, inclusive, is shown in 
the following table :

Roxbury. 

One of the original towns of the Massachusetts Bay Colony, 
and the sixth town incorporated in Massachusetts. Official date 
of settlement, September 28, 1630. Like most of the early town- 
ships its boundaries and area were subject to numerous changes, 
and when annexed to Boston it contained about 2,700 acres, 
which was about one-third of the area of the town at the close of 
the Revolutionary War. 
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The first estimate of the population of Roxbury is made from 
Edward Johnson's statement, that in 1652 there were near upon 
120 dwellings in the town. These would ordinarily accommodate 
about 700 persons, and that is believed to be a fair estimate of 
the population at that time. The number of inhabitants increased 
very slowly for the next hundred years, and in fact must have 
been stationary for the greater part of that time, as the colonial 
census of 1765 gives the population as 1,487, or about double 
the number in 1652; this includes 80 colored persons. Of the 
1,407 whites, there were 662 males and 745 females. There 
were at the same time 212 families and 212 houses according to 
this census. No data is found to definitely fix the population at 
any period between the dates given. 

The white population of Roxbury in 1776 is stated as 1,433. 
In 1778 the polls were 372, which would indicate a population of 
1,860. In 1781 there were 330 polls, which would give an esti- 
mated population of 1,650; and in 1784, the number of polls 
being 430, the population may be reasonably settled as being 
about 2,150. 

The U. S. Census of 1790 gives the population as 2,226. Of 
these ],076 were white males and 1,110 white females; there 
were 287 houses and 351 families. The population of the Rox- 
bury district in the U. S. Census years is given in the following 
table, from 1800 to 1900, inclusive. Previous to the annexation 
of Roxbury to Boston ih 1868 the figures are absolute, as given 
by census returns, but subsequently the population is estimated, 
as heretofore explained.

Originally part of Roxbury, from which it was set apart and 
established as a separate town in 1851. A part of Dedham was 
annexed in 1853, and in 1874 the town was annexed to Boston, 
its area at that time being 8,078 acres. There are no figures 
available as to the population of West Roxbury before 1855. At 
that time it was 4,812, in 1860 it was 6,310, in 1870, 8,686. 
The population for the succeeding census years is given in the 
table of ''Population of Boston Proper and Annexations." 

Brighton. 

This section was a part of Cambridge, known formerly as '' Lit- 
tle Cambridge" until February 24, 1807, when it was set apart and 
incorporated as the town of Brighton. Very little information is 
available as to its population in early times. In the " Cambridge 
List of persones and estates taken in the Month of August, 
1688," the population of this part of Cambridge is given as 35. 
In 1777 the number of persons is given as 309 whites, 12 blacks ; 
ratable polls, 66 whites, 4 blacks. The area of Brighton at the 
time of its incorporation was 2,660 acres, 81 rods. On January 
27, 1816, a small portion of Cambridge was annexed, and when 
the town was annexed to Boston in January, 1874, the area was 
2,277 acres. The population of Brighton at the date of the an- 
nexation was 4,967. The population of the Brighton district 
from 1810 to 1900, in the U. S. census years, is given in the fol- 
lowing table :
